There has heen much valuable breath wasted
and much iunocent ink spilt recently, in en-
deavoring to elucidate the question of whether
secession is a constitutional or a revolutionary
righti—a question, the profundity of which
foreibly reminds us of a passage in Cooper’s
“Home as Found,” where a sea captain, meta
morphosed for the nonce, into a travelled sarant
being asked whether the name of Byron's Ital-
ian mistrees, Guiceioli, was pronounced Guic-
civlee or Guiccinly, answered that it depended
entirely on the way of the wind

So, the solution of the above inquiry seems
s0 depend now in some degree, upon the way
the popular breeze is declared to blow. Where
the wind sets towards secession, the meusure
is clearly constitutional, but under other circum.
stances, it is only revolutionary. To us the
question appears most ridiculonsly idle, trifling
aud shallow—quite as much so as a discussion

about

It might be answered by asking whether the
right of self-defence be a conatitutional or a rev-
olutionary right. The right in both cases isa
natural---inalienable right, inhereut in every
free people—a right that lics at the very foun-
dation of ull free gevernments, and is recog-
nized in our “Declaration of Independence”—
on the principles of which the Constitution it-
self was Lased.

The principle here contended for, in the right
of secession, is one of the very axioms of po-
litical or governmental science, and to deny it
would be as absurd as for a mathematician to
deny the fundamental and self evident truths
upon which he builds all his reasoning and de-
monstrations.

But the Constitation says nothing aboat se-
cession, and it designed the Union to be perpet-
pal. Iadeed! So the Constitation says noth-
ing about the usarpations of Congress—and it
designed the administration of the government
to be honestly, strictly and perpetualiy conduct-
ed in accordance with its principles. The
Coaustitation ‘designs the Union to he perpetual
just so long as the Union is m:intained on
Constitutional principles, and no L)nger.
